Rose and John Haphron, of Eliz 
atiethtown, were introduced t» 
tell of their having seen Long- 
necker. Wells, and Meisberger 
together in Elizabethtown, III., 
the day previous to the murder.

Coroner W. H. Johnson testi 
fied as to the marks of violence 
on Longnecker's body, while 
Cecil Thompson and Will Bost, 
who discovered the body on the 
island, also testified as to those 
circumstances.

in a we^k a^d six days in each 
year, provided, however that 
any road iiuiid may pay lo the 
county engine r, the sum of 
three dollars. (.>o.W))onor be- 
fore the Ist day of June, of any 
year, and uiwn payment (.f said 
sum, he will thereby be released 
from work upon the road durin? 
the said year. Tho County Road

"Y'ou can see, gentlemen, how it 
was with the sheriff. He chuse to 
make the arrest in a was* that would 
be a credit to him and his able assist- 
ants. Some (lay in the far future, 
when aittinpr round his evening fireside 
with his grandchildren on his knees, he 
could relate to the inquisitive little 
Peterfcina the story of how he ran 
down and brought to justice the fleet- 
footed scoundrel who struck Bobby 
Broadwiiy and put his lights out. 

"yMth this little dgiression, gentle- 
men, which I hope you will pardon, I 
will proceed with my story.

The Ructman woman then re- 
fatted how muddy the knife was. 
This aroused her curiosity, she 
said, and she asked Wells what 
had become of Longnecker. 
"It's none of your business," 
she said Wells told her inanswor- 



Friday., Foarl (meaning 
Pearl Wells) came to Meisen- 
pastor of berger's boat and haiided me a 
note saying that Wells had left 
becauso he was afraid of being 
arrested. 

"Two days later I got the 
note, I saw Wells on Broadway 
and told him the sheritf had been 
on our boat and had charged us 
with the murder. VVells told me 
to keep my mouth and we'd 
come out all right," the woman 
testified. 

It was several days later that 
the Meisenbergers were arrested 
by Sheriff Foster and several 
patrolmen and lodged in the 
county jail. 

Meisenberger was the last wit- 
ness to testify for the common- 
wfaltli. In tellinff his story to 
Judge W. I. Clark, he never 
varied from the statements made 
in a confession to the Livingston 
officials several days ago. Attor- 
ney Eugene Graves, of Paducah, 
who defended Wells, made num- 
erous efTorts to confuse both 
Meisenberger and Bessie Kuct- 
man, but was unsuccessful. 
Meisenberger testified of remarks 
he had made to Bessie Ructman 
the morning after the murder 
while they were en route to 
Paducah. Ho said Wells had 
told Bessie that he would kill his 
own sister.if she told anything 
on him, and he would kill her 
(meaning Bessie) if she said any- 
thing of the Christmas Eve mur- 
der. 

The witness reiterated what 
he told in his confession corrob- 
orating the statement of the 
Ructman woman. 

Neither Wells nor Pearl Hughes 
took the stand in their defense, 
Attorney Graves evidently be- 
lieving it advisable to keep them 
out of the witness chair. How- 
ever, the commonwealth will 
call themes witnesses tohiorrow 
against Meisenberger and Mrs. 
Ructman. What they will swear 
is of great moment to the auth- 
orities, though it is believed the 
Hughes woman will implicate 
Meisenberger in the murder. 

During the trial Wells sat by 
the side of his counsel and scrut- 



"talked too much." The woman 
recited how Wells sneered as he 
told of how he had put Long- 
necker's body b'math some 
brush. "The hogs will find him 
and eat him up. or if the river 
rises soon, he'll be washed 
away," Bessie Ructman swore 
Wells remarked to her. This 
inized every witness closely. 
His face was pale and his feat- 
ures appeared to grow hard as 
he heard witness after witness 
utter words which sealed his 
doom, and which unless a mira- 
cle intervene, will send him to 
the electric chair for one of the 
most heinous crimes in the his- 
tory of \\ estern Kentucky. 

Pearl Hughes sat through the 
hearing calmly, though she was 
on the verge of breaking down 
several times.

Eow an\ body could 
credit such a statement is a mys 
tery. But tliey did and the no- 
tice was widely copied. It at 
last found its way into the patent 
insides s(j inuoh used by small 
country newspapers. Numbers 
of people took it as literal truth 
and began to save up t'neir old 
stamps. Then our troubles be- 
gan. 

Letters began to pour in from 

all parts of the country asking 
about the redemption of the can- 
celled stamps. And worse than 
that, express packages began to 
come in, bringing old stamps to 
be redeemed. The department 
was simply overwhelmed. We 
finally had to employ five or six 
extra clerks to answer the que- 
ries.

Tobacco Pool filay Be Held Tu Be 
Farm Predocts "comer." Peot- 
ug Tebacce Crops ia Dan- 
ger of Being Decided a Vi- 
elatton of Anti-Trost 
Law. 

Washingtiin, Jan. 21. -Until 

Congrrss by special act ' Xi i-^iits , 
from the criminal restrictions of 
the Sherman law. "corners" in 
farm products like the Kentucky 
tobacco pools lawyers in the Ken- 
tucky delegation here believe the 
poolers should proceed with cau- 
tion. They have been sti^'yi:,-: 
the decision of the supreme 
court last Monday in the Patten 
catton corner case, and have 
r<;achedthe conclusion that since 
corners are commodities and have 
been declared a violation of the 
Sherman law, the Kentucky far- 
mers had best go slow. 

The court specifically said that 
corners pui"ely in character* 
were exempt from the provisions 
of the Sherman law. Therefore 
if the Burley Pool in Central- 
Kentucky, the Green River Psol 
and dark tobacco combinations 
entirely do away with their con- 
nection in Ohio. Indiana and 
Tennessee, they have nothing to 
fear in the opinion of the law- 
yers. 

In the meantime, alarmed by 
the attituae of the supreme 
court. Representative J. C. Can - ^ 
trill, author of tobacco census act' 
will press his bill specifically ex- 
empting farm produce pools 
from tiie operations of th» crim- 
inal section of the Sherman law. 

The bill provides that ^uch 
pools as the Kentucky Grower* 
combination shall be free of the 
anti-trust law operation even 
when interstate. Mr. Can trill 
v ill ask the next Democratie- 
caucus to indorse it, and after 
he has pointed out what he con- ■ 
siders to be the peril of the far- 
mers' pool, he believes that the 
caucus will rush his message 
through the house. Senator Brad- 
ley, if the house acts soon. wiU 
be asked to press the matter in* 
the senate.
